Lagomarsino tours flood channel

Representative Robert J. Lagomar­ 
sino has thrown the weight of his office 
behind the 10-vear-old effort to get con­ 
gressional okay for the improvement of 
Miguelito Channel.

In guarded statements after the tour, 
Lagomarsino said he would accelerate 
his effor's on behalf of the improvement 
project, but made no promises. Local 
petitions to pry loose federal monies for 
the project have foundered for a decade 
on the shoals of congressional and ad­ 
ministrative red tape. Lagomarsino’s ex­ 
pressions of interest are the first since 
he was elected to succeed the late 
Charles M. Teague. 
The channel was built in 1951 to carry 
runoff waters of the southerly foothills, 


Support for fundamental 


school to be presented 


Proponents of a fundamental school 
will appear before trustees of Lompoc 
Unified School District next Tuesday to 
present results of a survey showing sup­ 
port for their proposal. 
Marcia Toomey, chairperson for 
Concerned Parents for Quality Educa­ 
tion. said today that a survey conducted 
through newspaper ads showed parents 
of at least 230 students interested in an 
alternative school. She said that another 
100 parents with no children presently 
eligible for the school had indicated they 
were interested in boosting the fun­ 
damental school concept. 
Mrs. Toomey said favorable responses 
had been received from parents in 
Vandenberg Village, Vandenberg Air 
Force Base and Mission Hills in addition 
to Lompoc. Greatest interest was shown 
by parents with children eligible for 


grades kindergarten through nine, but 
that all grades were represented, she 
said. 
In her presentation Tuesday, Mrs. 
Toomey said she w ill present the 
statistics and give a definition of “ fun­ 
damental school.” As announced 
previously, the organization defines a 
fundamental school as one that stresses 
reading, writing and arithmetic and 
which also stresses patriotism, dis­ 
cipline and homework. 
Mrs. Toomey said it was probably too 
late to establish a fundamental school 
for the school year beginning next 
month, but that the attitude of the 
trustees would be a deciding factor. 
She said that results of recent 
statewide curriculum tests showed a 
need for an alternative school to the pre­ 
sent concepts.

past the City of Lompoc and to the Santa 
Ynez River. It runs generally from the 
intersection of 0 Street and Olive 
Avenue, westerly to V Street and thence, 
north to the river. More fundamentally 
the earthwork channel was designed to 
protect several thousand acres of west 
valley agriculture from annual flooding.

The latter factor has been the subject 
of major and recurrent campaigns by 
parents in the southwest portion of Lom­ 
poc. because of the hazard the present 
unfenced channel poses for small 
children. PTA officials at nearby 
Miguelito School, have been in the 
forefront of the effort. Flood Control 
chief James Stubchaer has completed 
surveys showing part of the improved 
channel, probably along Olive Avenue 
could be fenced with present funds. 
Costs of the total improvement are un­ 
certain but they would be several times 
the costs estimated in 1965. when the im­ 
provement proposal was first sent to the 
Congress. 
Wilson’s effort to reopen the original 
P.L. 534 funding contract, is a reversal of 
his position of a couple of years ago when 
he said he could not in good conscience 
recommend the project in the face of in­ 
flationary costs. Recently, however, he 
told the Record, he had had a change of 
heart. He said the project was needed 
and that it would put men to work. 
He said monies for the improvement 
are already appropriated and all that re­ 
mains is for congressional committee 
approval for unfreezing of the funds. 


A LEXA N D RIA , Egypt (U P I) - 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger to­ 
day brought to Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat the Israeli terms for an in­ 
terim peace pact to avert a new Middle 
East war. He pronounced himself 
“ reasonably hopeful” of success 
Kissinger told reporters aboard the jet 
that brought him from Jerusalem and 
two days of violent anti-Kissinger and 
antigovernment demonstrations that 
the proposed agreement p r e s e n t s “ an 
understandable dilemma for Israelis' 
but is in their best interests. 
Hopes for any quick overall Middle 
East settlement received a severe set­ 
back today in Damascus when Syria and 
Jordan — two of the countries Kissinger 
will visit on this trip — announced for­ 
mation of a joint command to coordinate 
their armies against Israel and called on 
the Arab world to reject any new 
Israeli-Egyptian interim agreement. 
Upon arriving at his guest residence, 
the palace of Ras El Tin in this Egyptian 
summer capital. Kissinger told repor­ 
ters: 
“ I am hopeful. I hope I am meeting 
Sadat in a little while. We will review the 
state of negotiations and will spare no ef­ 
fort to bring them to a successsful con­ 
clusion. I am reasonably hopeful at this 
time.” 
He and Sadat were meeting at 7 p.m 
(9 a m PDT) for an evening of talks and 
private dining. 
A senior U.S. official in the Kissinger 
party told reporters the secretary plan­ 
ned to hear Sadat’s terms for the interim 
peace pact and match them against 
those he got earlier today in a nearly five 
hour talk with Israeli Premier Yitzhak 
Rabin in Jerusalem. 
In each session of the shuttle 
diplomacy — aimed at blocking what 
Kissinger believes is the galloping 
danger of a new Arab-Israeli war — Kis­ 
singer acted as the negotiator. Hearing 
Rabin's terms, he explained what Sadat 
would counter with. With Sadat, Kis­ 
singer explained the Israeli side. 
The American showed none of the 
gloom that overcame him when the 
March attempt to oversee a new Israel- 
Egptian agreement collapsed. The bull­

screaming “ Kissinger Go Home'" left 
no apparent psychological scar.

Argentina warship 


LA PLATA, Argentina (U PI) — Leftist 
guerrillas dynamited a warship being 
outfitted at Argentina’s naval shipyard 
today, causing extensive damage. The 
navy said the vessel was not in danger of 
sinking, however. 
Earlier, police sources said the 
missile-carrying destroyer Santisima 
Trinidad was sinking at its mooring 
following the early-morning blast. The 
Montoneros, a leftist Peronist guerrilla 
group, took credit for planting explosives 
in the ship’s engine room. 


The vessel was in the final stages of 
preparation at the shipyard 


press secretary Ron Nessen said today.

The New York Times reported today 
that such a corporation would be backed 
by a funding of up to $100 billion to 
finance projects. The Times said it 
would be financed by the Treasury but 
not subject to annual congressional 
review. 
Nessen said he attended a briefing on 
the subject but could not confirm the 
price tag. 
According to the Times report, Vice 
President Nelson A. Rockefeller and 
Commerce Secretary Rogers C.B. 
Morton briefed Ford on the proposal. 
Ford said he would consider it 
when he returns to Washington next 
week, the newspaper said.

to coordinate armies

Portugal 


LISBON, Portugal (U PI) - Com­ 
munists opened fire on a crowd in the 
northern city of Braganza today, 
wounding several persons and bringing 
new tensions in a country seething with 
rumors of an imminent coup to oust pro- 
Communist Premier Vasco Goncalves. 
In Lisbon, President Francisco da 
Costa Gomes met separately with 
American Ambassador Frank Carlucci 
and British ambassadors Nigel Trench to 
discuss Portugal’s worsening political 
crisis and the deluge of rumors about a 
coup. 
Police said the Braganza violence was 
triggered by a small, homemade bomb 
that wrecked one room in a communist- 
owned building. A crowd gathered and 
police said the Communists opened fire, 
wounding four or five persons, two 
critically. 
Police said they had to evacuate the 
Communists from the building and that 
the Communists were beaten by the 
crowd as they ran with police for protec­ 
tion to a local military base. The crowd 
then ransacked the building and turned 
its contents into a street bonfire. 
Troops were called in to control the 
mob, but returned to their base when the 
crowd objected, police said. 
The clash broke a two-day lull in the 
anti-Communist violence that has swept 
Portugal in the past five weeks. Six 
persons have been killed and more than 
330 injured in the clashes. 
* 
Before meeting the two envoys, Costa 
Gomes held a private session with Com­ 
munist Party leader Alvaro Cunhal, who 
placed his militants on alert during the 
night in response to what he called a 
“ coup in preparation.” 
Goncalves, whose pro-Communist 
policies provoked widespread violence 
and the current confrontation within the 
three main factions of the armed forces, 
spent the morning preparing for an after­ 
noon cabinet session. 
One of the rumors that swept Lisbon 
was that Goncalves had gone to a local 
naval base for protection, but this was 
officially denied by the Information 
Ministry Thursday night and again by the 
prime minister’s office when it opened at 
its normal time today. 


DAMASCUS, Syria (U PI) - Syria and 
Jordan announced today they had es­ 
tablished a joint command to coordinate 
their armies against Israel and called on 
the Arab world to reject any com­ 
promise settlement worked out by 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger. 
The two countries issued a joint com­ 
munique in which they asked all Arab na­ 
tions to marshal their military machine 
against and reject partial peace settle­ 
ments. 
They sharply criticized Kissinger's at­ 
tempt to negotiate a Sinai agreement 
between Egypt and Israel and said “ e- 
vents have shown there is no alternative 
except military force and preparedness 
in confronting Israel. 
The announcement of the Jordanian- 
Syrian Supreme Command Council, as it 
will be named, and the sharp criticism of 
Kissinger’s current shuttle mission 
came at the end of a four-day visit to 
Syria by King Hussein of Jordan 
Hussein and Syrian President Hafez 
Assad rejected the notion that the Sinai 
settlement Kissinger is now trying to 
seal between Egypt and Israel will help 
promote peace in the Middle East. 
They said only an Israeli withdrawal 
from occupied Arab territories on their 
fronts as well as Egypt’s could do that. 
They said only “ a militarily strong Arab 
nation’’ could guarantee such a 
withdrawal. 
“ The two leaders attach special im­ 
portance to the mobilization of the 
resources of the Arab nation to mass 
them in battle against the Zionist 
enemy." the communique said. It said 
the Arabs have no choice but to “ build up 
their military power... because events 


have shown that there is no alternative 
except military force and preparedness 
to confront the intransigence and 
maneuvers of the enemy. 
It said Syria and Jordan will accept a 
peace linked only to “ overall withdrawal 
from occupied territories and the 
recognition of the national rights of the 
Palestinian people.” 
Rejecting a partial peace settlement, 
it said “ every attempt by the Zionist 
enemy to fragment the position along the 
borders of confrontation will increase 
the gravity of the situation.” 
It said the mission of the Supreme 
Command Council would be to “ work 
toward normalizing the situation (in the 
Middle East) before the division created 
by imperialism ” 
In what a diplomatic source said was 
an immediate response to the criticism 
of a Sinai settlement. Egyptian Presi­ 
dent Anwar Sadat sent an envoy to 
Damascus with a letter to Assad. The en­ 
voy arrived just after Hussein boarded 
his jet and returned to Amman 
The communique said the Supreme 
Command Council will coordinate both 
political and military moves by Jordan 
and Syria 
It “ will debate the issues of peace or 
war and issue joint coordinated resolu­ 
tions and positions toward it. The com­ 
mand will also decide on schemes of 
coordination and integrity between the 
armed forces of the two countries, 
it 
said 
Observers noted that the wording on 
this point fell short of the outright 
declaration of military union that Syria 
has been seeking in talks with Jordan 
over the past few months. 


S.F. police, firemen 


return; strike ends 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) - Police and 
firemen have returned to work, their 
strike settled by the mayor’s use of 
emergency powers to approve a contract 
that will cost the city $29,540 per officer. 
Two women picketed a station in North 
Beach Thursday night with signs saying 
it was “ immoral” for policemen to earn 
such high salaries. 
A citizens’ suit was filed challenging 
the constitutionality of the settlement 
Thursday. 
Mayor Joseph Alioto declared a public 
emergency and defied the board of 
supervisors’ unanimous disapproval of 
the pact that he personally negotiated. 
He used a charter law. invoked only once 
before, that allowed him to settle dis­ 
putes “ involving or threatening the lives, 
property or welfare of the citizens. ” 
The mayor’s contract offer was then 
approved overwhelmingly by both strik­ 
ing unions. It gave uniformed officers 
their requested 13.05 per cent pay raise, 
effective Oct. 15. Alioto’s deal also gave 
amnesty to all strikers, thus rescinding 
his pledge to fire any officers who 
walked out. 
Policemen, who struck Monday night, 
voted 800-50 to accept the agreement. 
Firemen, who walked out 48 hours later, 
voted 890-12 for approval. 
Angry supervisors, who rejected the 
pact 9 0. denounced the mayor’s tactics 
as “ dictatorial” and said the one-year 
contract would cost city taxpayers $9.4 
million. The supervisors had called for a 
6.5 per cent wage offer. 


“ It's a total capitulation to the people 
who are supposed to uphold the law, and 
who violated the law.” said Diane Feins- 
tein, president of the board of super­ 
visors. She said she was almost too 
angry to speak. 
Mrs. Feinstein and the other super­ 
visors had refused to meet the union’s 
demands and had asked the governor to 
send in California highway patrolmen 
and state forest firefighters to protect 
the city. 
The city’s downtown association of 
business leaders had urged the super­ 


visors to stand firm on the wage issue 
and termed the strike action “ totally in­ 
tolerable." 


Alioto said the annual wage increase 
was 9 per cent. Coupled with fringe 
benefits, including an automatic pension 
increase, the package meant the total 
cost to the city of $29,540 per officer - 
about $3,000 more than the expired con­ 
tract. 


Although the mayor insisted the city 
was still safe during the strike, police 
vehemently disagreed They said there 
was a sharp rise in robberies and van­ 
dalism. most of which went unreported 
because of the shortage of officers. 
There were no increased problems with 
fires during the brief firemen’s walkout, 
however. 


Consumer groups 


critical of Butz 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Agriculture 
Secretary Earl Butz had asked farm, 
labor, business and consumer groups to 
his department to hear the government s 
outlook on food prices. The consumer 
groups spared no criticism and Butz 
spared no response. 
After hearing predictions of a 9 per 
cent increase in food prices this year. 
Consumer Federation of America direc­ 
tor Carol T Foreman said Thursday: 
“ We think American food policy is being 
made by Marie Antoinette." 
The reference was to the French 
empress who watched mobs rioting for 
bread and reportedly said. “ Let them eat 
cake." 
Mrs. Foreman said consumers will not 
accept big increases in food prices and 
asked Butz what he was saying to the 
companies that recently raised flour 
prices 
Butz said it was “ distinctly unfair” to 
single out the flour firms because they 
merely followed the market in their pric­ 
ing and are currently pricing flour below 
levels of a year ago.

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Brown victorious 
in veto override 


THE BETTER HALF 


SACRAMENTO (UP!) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
emerged victorious today from 
his first veto override battle 
with the Democratic legis­ 
lature. 
The new governor lost the 
first override round in the 
Senate by default but recovered 
and easily turned back a drive 
by Assembly Republicans and 
dissident Democrats to restore 
$30 million he cut from an 
emergency $172 million local 
school aid bill. 


Brown, who lobbied As­ 
sembly Democrats heavily to 
sustain the reduction, was 
described by aides as "obvious­ 
ly pleased" at the outcome. A 
spokesman for state Schools 
Superintendent Wilson Riles 


said, "We’re disappointed." 
Forty-one Assembly Demo­ 
crats voted to uphold the veto 
Thursday evening after a a bit­ 
ter floor fight while 10 dissident 
Democrats and 24 Republicans 
voted to reverse the veto. The 
bill originally passed the As­ 
sembly 72-5. 
It took a two-thirds margin of 
54 Assembly votes to restore 
the reduced funds sought by 
schools as an offset to spiraling 
inflation. On Monday, the 
Senate voted 28-7 to overturn 
the veto, an action that guber­ 
natorial aides said caught them 
by surprise. 
Brown then launched an in­ 
tensive campaign of personal 
lobbying — telephoning Assem­ 
bly Democrats, inviting them to 
lunch, and directing aides to

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
United S tates is moving 
obliquely toward improved 
relations with Cuba 
The first cautious diplomatic 
steps Thursday triggered criti­ 
cism from Cubans in exile in 
America and set up a test of 
Congress' mood toward the 
communist government of 
Fidel Castro 
The U.S. moves were related 
to indirect commercial rela­ 
tions with Cuba and other Latin 
countries: 
- The State Department 
lifted its ban on sales to Cuba by 
overseas subsidiaries of U.S. 
manufacturing firms But the 
ban will continue on direct ex­ 
ports to the island from the 
United States. 
— The U.S. government will 


now allow ships calling on 
Cuban ports to refuel in U.S. 
ports. 
— A third decision requires 
Congressional approval, which 
will set up a test of Congress’ 
attitude toward relaxing ten­ 
sions in the Caribbean The 
State Department will ask 
Congress to resume certain 
types of food assistance to 
countries that trade with Cuba 
Only a few nations, including 
Chile and Haiti, will be af­ 
fected 
Castro, who took power in a 
1959 coup, has sought better 
relations with the United States 
in recent months. This month 
he returned nearly $2 million in 
hijack ransom money to South­ 
ern Airlines, 


Sen George McGovern, D- 
S D., a recent visitor to Cuba, 
expressed delight with the shift 
in U S policy 
He called it 
"unquestionably a major step 
forward on the path toward 
renewed relations between 
Cuba and the United States 
McGovern said "the Ford ad­ 
ministration has come a long 
way in a short time, and I com­ 
mend the President for an 
historic contribution." 
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PHOENIX (UPI) - The tour­ 
ing national probe of gambling 
stopped here today after a 
three-day stay in Las Vegas, 
the nation’s gambling capital. 
Whereas the talk in Nevada 
dealt mainly with government 
regulation and alleged organ­ 
ized crime influence on casino- 
style gambling, witnesses in 
Arizona were expected to dis­ 
cuss horse and dog breeding 
and racing. 
The difference between vari­ 
ous types of gambling was 
emphasized Thursday in tes­ 
timony by Barron Hilton, presi­ 
dent of the Hilton Hotel Corp., 
which operates two Las Vegas 
casinos, who warned that other 
states would have serious 
problems if they tried to follow 
Nevada’s lead. 
"Nevada has had its serious 
problems with gambling, casi- 
no-style,” Hilton explained 
"It is one thing for a state to 
regulate or even operate a 
relatively sim ple type of 
gambling, such as horse racing, 
dog racing, lotteries and 
numbers. 
"It is quite another to develop 
a workable code for a business 
as com plicated as casino 
gaming." 
Hilton identified "cost 
as 
the prime reason why state- 
operated casinos in other areas 
would not generate the same 
type of income as the private 
operations in Nevada 
He also complained that the 
Internal Revenue Service does 
not seem to comprehend the 
difference between legal and il­ 
legal gambling, and charged 
that 1RS agent conduct "unwar­ 
ranted fishing expeditions" into 
the books of large corporations 
owning Nevada gambling casi­ 
nos.

PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) - 
Tests of computer memory 
banks indicate all is well 
aboard the Viking space craft 
speeding through space toward 
a possible bicentennial landing 
on Mars 
The Viking shot past the 
moon’s orbit Thursday in the 
second day of its 505-million 
mile journey to see if there is 
life on Mars. By noon today, the 
craft should have traveled 
497,528 miles. 
Gravity slowed the Viking’s 
speed, and by noon it was es­ 
timated to be going 10,514 miles 
per hour. Shortly after launch 
W ed n esd ay 
from 
C ape 
Canaveral. Fla., the spacecraft 
reached its maximum speed of 
25.508 m.p.h. 
"The tests show it’s okay," a 
spokesman at the Jet Propul­ 
sion Laboratory said after 
Thursday’s computer tests. 
"The computer’s cool and 
we’re just watching the bird.” 
The lab took control of the Vik­ 
ing shortly after its launch. 
The windmill-shaped space­ 
craft was deliberately launched 
on a course that would miss 
Mars if uncorrected. The 
"error” was designed to pre­ 
vent the top stage of the vehi­ 
cle, which could have Earth’s 
bacteria still on it, from 
crashing into Mars and con­ 
taminating the planet. 
"We wanted to make sure 
that if we lost control of the 
spacecraft during launch it 
would not impact on Mars and 
possibly contaminate the planet 
with earth organisms," the 
spokesman said. 
"When we do put down a 
sterile lander, we want to make 
sure any life we find is really 
Martian, not mutated Earth 
life.” 
Scientists Thursday also vent­ 
ed the orbiter’s rocket engine of 
gases from the earth’s atmos­ 
phere.

SAN DIEGO (UPI) - The 
state Coastal Commission 
Thursday adopted two parts of 
a final four-part plan for the 
California coastline, setting up 
guidelines for property owners 
and finances of the plan 
The commission approved a 
portion of Part 1 of the plan, 
which discusses property own­ 
ers rights and cost of the plan 
and Part 2 of the plan, which 
outlines findings and policies 
Property owners had com­ 
plained that their rights were 
being ignored and the plan sub­ 
ject«! them to inverse condem­ 
nation. 
The plan says that key coastal 
property can be bought for 
public use or protection and 
that the owners of this property 
will be paid fair market value 
for the land 
"If the property proposed for 
public acquisition is not in fact 
bought by the public, it may be 


put to other uses by its owner 
consistent with coastal plan 
policies," the plan states. 
The commission said that the 
rights of the landowner are not 
absolute and restrictions on the 
use of private property had 
been held constitutional by the 
courts. 
"Under the coastal plan, as 
under many constitutional land- 
use laws, people can use their 
land in a variety of ways, but in 
some cases not as fully or inten­ 
sively as they might like." it 
said. 
Costs to adm inster the 
coastal plan were put between 
$1.5 and $2 5 million and it was 
estimated another $125 million 
(at today’s prices) would be 
spent on land acquisition 
The protection of the Cali­ 
fornia coastline is not a "frill or 
luxury." the plan said, but is 
"essential for the state’s long­ 
term economic well being."

Agriculture Department ex­ 
perts say the controversial sale 
of grain to the Soviets will push 
domestic food prices up, but not 
until next year, for the most 
part. 
The flashpoint for the mari­ 
time unions’ threat to boycott 
grain shipments to Russia is in 
the port of Houston, where 
dockworkers refused earlier 
this week to load to ships. They 
were ordered back to work 
Wednesday, and Thursday night 
a judge in Corpus Christi, Tex., 
extended a restraining order 
against them. He made it apply 
to two other ships, and possibly 
a third, besides the Yugoslav 
vessel that sailed Wednesday.

shoremen’s Association lawyer 
said the union’s grievance is not 
with management but with the 
government. 
The judge will hold further 
hearings on Monday. 
In other cases with possible 
legal ramifications, the head of 
the M in n eso ta S oyb ean 
Growers Association called for 
fed era l a ctio n to fo rce 
dockworkers to load the grain, 
and the Kansas Farm Bureau 
said it may file an unfair labor 
practice complaint with the 
National Labor R elations 
Board. 
Agriculture Secretary Earl 
Butz said Thursday President 
Ford asked Dunlop to meet with 
Meany and other labor leaders 
today to discuss the range of is­ 
sues behind the boycott. 
Meany has said he opposes 
the grain sales because they 
will hurt the American con­ 
sumer. But others say the 
maritime unions are balking at 
loading the ships because they 
want U.S. shippers to get a 
larger amount of the Soviet 
loads than they do under 
current agreements. 


MACAO (UPI) - The coloni­ 
al government on the tiny Por­ 
tuguese island of Timor has 
called for "international inter­ 
vention” to put down a bloody 
civil war raging out of control. 
Timor officials, in a com­ 
munique relayed to Macao, said 
Thursday Portuguese troops 
could "no longer control the 
fighting" between warring na­ 
tionalist groups. 
"The civil war is raging in the 
rural areas of Dili, the capital, 
and the nearby mountain 
areas,” the communique said 
Authorities on Timor, 200 
miles north of Australia, said 
the situation "is completely out 
of control” with outnumbered 
Portuguese forces withdrawn 
to a small, neutral area near 
the port of Dili. 
"The longer the delay before 
international intervention, the 
more casualties there will be,” 
the communique said. 
The message appealed for a 
ship to evacuate 1,400 persons, 
mainly Portuguese settlers who 
have taken refuge in the port 
area still controlled by Lisbon s 
troops. The population of the 
island is just over 600.000. 
A government spokesman in 
the Portuguese colony of 
Macao. 40 miles from Hong 
Kong, said Timor authorities 
sent the communique from the 
naval radio station in Dili. 
The statem ent said Por­ 
tuguese forces control only the 
radio station, the m ilitary 
headquarters and the harbor at

The communique reported 
"heavy” casualties in fighting 
between the right-wing Demo­ 
cratic Union of Timor and the 
left-wing Revolutionary Front 
for Independent East Timor. 
More than 100 persons were 
believed dead. 
The Apodeti party, an anti- 
Portuguese organization favor­ 
ing union with neighboring In- 


donesia. was believed to be 
staying out of the civil war.

Quake forecast 


system seen 


SALT LAKE CITY (UPII - 
Assistant U.S. Interior Secre­ 
tary Jack Carlson says the 
government will set up a 
prototype earthquake forecast­ 
ing system in the nation’s 
major earthquake zones. 
Carlson said Thursday earth­ 
quake prediction was "now 
beyond the experimental stage. 
We can predict quakes on a bet­ 
ter than random basis." 
He said the forecasting 
system would use specialized 
seismic equipment to measure 
earth movement and stress. 
The measurements would be 
compared with data collected 
from previous quakes to deter­ 
mine the probability of an up­ 
coming temblor. 
Carlson cautioned that the 
science of quake forecasting 
still had a long way to go — and 
was not nearly as accurate as 
weather prediction.

11 cup sugar and xk tsp. cinnamon sifted together and 
set aside. 
Cream oleo; add sugar and stir until fluffy. Add lemon 
juice. Sift flour and nutmeg together and blend well with 
first mixture. Break off pieces the size of a walnut and 
roll into balls, then into sugar-cinnamon mixture. Press 
with cookie molds. Place on ungreased cookie sheet and 
bake at 350 degrees for 20 minutes.

Mi cup raisins, chopped 
Sift dry ingredients three times; blend in next three in­ 
gredients.

Alien arrests 
total 30,000 


SAN PEDRO. Calif ( U P I ) - 
Immigration officials arrested 
nearly 30.000 illegal aliens in 
California alone last month and 
60.000 in the 10-state western 
region. 
In a statem ent issued Thurs­ 
day. officials said more than $1 
million in drugs and narcotics 
was confiscated in July, includ­ 
ing more than 10.000 pounds of 
m arijuana and 6.000 pills. 
Of the 60.000 total aliens 
arrested, about 14.500 of them 
held jobs in this country, a 
spokesman for the service said. 
He estim ated that more than 
500.000 illegal aliens hold jobs in 
the southwestern United States. 
Authorities discovered some 
1,700 illegal aliens working in 
Los Angeles plants and facto­ 
ries during July. 


The spokesman said the July 
fig u res w ere low. because 
heavv rains raised water levels 
along the Rio Grande River, 
which forms the border be­ 
tween Texas and Mexico, mak­ 
ing it difficult for persons to 
cross there into the United 
States. 


These figures do not include 
632 persons who were arrested 
for sm uggling illegal aliens 
across the border or m ore than 
2.000 aliens actually smuggled 
in. he noted.

New regulations prepared 
on denial of mortgages 


SACRAMENTO (U P I)-T h e 
Brown ad m in istratio n will 
make public next week sweep­ 
ing regulations designed to cur­ 
tail “ red-lining.“ the practice 
of wholesale mortgage denials 
in inner cities. 
Administration officials con­ 
tend the practice economically 
strangles inner cities populated 
larg ely bv m in o rities and 
results in the further deteriora­ 
tion of neighborhoods and in­ 
creased crime. 
The regulations, the result of 
hearings by Business and Tran­ 
sportation Secretary Donald E. 
Burns, will impose new dis­ 
closure requirem ents on sav­ 
ings and loans and provide 
remedies aimed at reducing the 
use of red-lining, it was learned 
Thursday. 
The new rules, which the ad­ 
ministration plans to unveil 
next Tuesday and which will 
take effect next year, should 
have a m ajor impact on the 
n a tio n 's len d in g in d u stry . 
Forty-five per cent of all the as­ 


sets of the nation’s savings and 
loans reportedly are deposited 
in California-chartered institu­ 
tions regulated by the state 
Red-lining is the practice of 
denying hom e loans in a 
specific geographic area irre­ 
spective of the credit worthi­ 
ness of the individual applicant. 
Those lending institutions 
willing to adm it they use red­ 
lining defend it on the basis that 
some areas have deteriorated 
to the point th at dropping 
property values will jeopardize 
their investments. 
“ Red-lining has effectively 
strangulated economically the 
vast inner city areas in Califor­ 
nia which have been paralyzed 
for a lack of mortgage capital,’’ 
said Llewelyn Werner, a Burns 
aide. 
“ TheSe regulations will bring 
a new era of openness and 
honesty in the way savings and 
loans operate in California and 
represent only the first step by 
this adm inistration to put in 
check often capricious lending 


practices which have enormous 
social im pact.” he said 
“ We are not pointing fingers 
at the savings and loans but 
rather trying to work out a 
reasonable and effective way of 
getting mortgage money back 
in to th e m in o r ity c o m ­ 
m unities." he added. - 
i t is clear by our studies of 
the m ajor cities in California 
that red-lining does exist, that 
it results in economic decay of 
the inner city which then 
results in the creation of vast 
w a ste la n d s and a rise in 
crim e.” Werner said 
The regulations will require 
savings and loans to disclose 
where they lend and receive 
their money and will provide 
“ rem edies" aimed at curtailing 
red-lining. Werner said. 
They will be the strictest 
regulations on the subject in the 
nation, he added. 
Burns also plans to propose 
legislation dealing with red­ 
lining bv banks. Werner said.

Michigan prison rampage subdued 


IONIA. Mich. 
(U P I) - 
Prison guards used tear gas 
Thursday to subdue more than 
400 inmates of the maximum 
security Michigan Reformatory 
who went on a rampage and 
took over prison buildings in a 
protest against prison condi­ 
tions. 
The prison guards carried 
shotguns but no shots were 
fired Two inmates suffered in­ 
juries in what State Correc­ 
tions Director Perry Johnson 
called “a pretty serious distur­ 
bance.” 
“ E verything is secured 
now,” Johnson said. "We have 
the men back in their cells.” 
At one point the rebellious in­ 
mates took over buildings con­ 
taining the prison’s kitchen, 
dining room and auditorium. 
Johnson said they damaged 
kitchen equipment but that food 
service would be restored 
quickly. 
Prison officials said the in­ 
mates were protesting a wide 
range of conditions and policies 
of the prison — including the 
cancellation of inm ate ac­ 
tivities due to inadequate 
numbers of personnel to super­ 
vise them.

DES MOINES, Iowa (UPI) — 
Bib-overalled Ronald Loutsch, 
a drought-plagued farmer from 
northwest Iowa, mopped his 
brow with a red bandana 
beneath the boiling Midwest 
sun and longingly eyed a new 
bright green tractor he can’t af­ 
ford to buy. 
Loutsch, spitting a brown 
wad of chewing tobacco upon 
the trampled ground at the 
Iowa State Fair, said his com 
crop has been nearly wiped out 
by hot, dry weather the past 
two years. 
His “newest ” tractor is 11 
years old and Loutsch, the 
father of 14 children ranging 
from 2 to 21. knows it will be at 
least another year before he 
can afford a new one. 
“That’s my goal — if I got 
enough money — to buy one like 
that.” said Loutsch. shoving his 
tobacco pouch into his hip 
pocket and pointing a calloused 
finger toward a huge $30,000 
tractor in the sprawling farm 
implement display. 
“I’ve been looking at these 
tractors, but I’m not thinking of 
buying." he said. “I ain’t got 


Military vets 


criticized by 


congressman 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Rep Les Aspin, D-Wis., says if 
military veterinarians spent a 
bit less time giving distemper 
shots to “ some general’s 
poodle.“ they could get their 
more important work done 
without additional help. 
Aspin contends it costs more 
than $1 million a year for the 
Department of Defense to 
provide care for the private 
pets of service families. At the 
same time, he said, the Defense 
Department is “complaining to 
Congress of a shortage of 
veterinarians.” 
One Air Force spokesman 
said in response, “Veterinari­ 
ans do a lot more than just care 
for pets, you know,” and he 
promised to lode in detail into 
Aspin’s contentions. 
Aspin said he asked the ser­ 
vices how their veterinarians 
spent their time. 
He said the Air Force es­ 
timated that the 60 per cent of 
its vets assigned to bases spent 
20 per cent of their time “ex­ 
am ining, inoculating and 
treating on-base animals for 
diseases which might be tran­ 
smitted to humans.” 
Aspin said the Army did not 
respond, but he estimated that 
if the same proportion held true 
in the Army, “then about 91.5 
man-years are spent treating 
private pets. At an average pay 
of about $15,000, that comes to 
$1,373,000." 
He said the two services 
“cited the need to protect 
public health on military in­ 
stallations against human dis­ 
eases carried by animals.” 
“I still don’t see why pet 
owners shouldn’t pay for 
veterinary service for their 
pets,” Aspin said. 
The services say they are 17 
vets short, but “a fraction of 
the time now spent treating 
pets would fill that gap,” he 
said. "It’s hard to take when 
they come in crying shortage 
while they waste resources on 
distemper shots for some 
general s poodle.” 
Veterinarians’ duties include 
“important jobs, like caring for 
lab animals and inspecting 
meat,” Aspin said, adding that 
they should be free to devote 
more effort to those and less to 
the pets.

Despite his troubles, Loutsch 
said he wouldn't trade farm life 
for anything. He should know — 
he’s been farming for 23 years. 
“Farming ain’t so bad, it’s 
the weather that kills you,” he 
said. "But if there's a will, 
we'll make it. Farming is a 
good rural life and a good way 
to raise your children and they 
like it. too." 
Loutsch. a sweat-stained 
green cap atop his balding head 
and a spare-tire belly straining 
his pin-stripe overalls, doesn’t 
travel to the fair to play the 
nickel-and-dim e games of 
chance on the midway in hopes 
of winning a cuddly teddy bear. 
His gambling is big time — 
thousands of dollars each year 
on crops that may wither in the 
sun. 
The 44-vear-old 4-H leader 


and his son. Tony. 18. brought 14 
Suffolk show lambs to the fair. 
"Coming to the fair is a few 
days of our vacation, but ac­ 
tually it’s more work than fun,” 
he said. 
Loutsch isn ’t the only 
drought-stricken Iowa farmer 
who hopes next year will mean 
more corn in the bin so a new 
tractor can roll through the 
fields. 
Don Findley of Lovilia in 
south central Iowa said he had 
planned to buy a new tractor 
this fall. But then the rains 
stopped. 
"I wanted to buy a new trac­ 
tor, but then it got dry,’’ 
Findley said, adjusting his 
bright red cap. “These guys 
talk about 25 or 30 per cent of 
the crop being lost, but I think 
we’re hurt worse than that. I 
think it’s more like 35 or 40 per 
cent." 
But. like Loustsch, the 48- 
year-old Findley is used to the 
ups and downs of country living. 
“Farming is a wonderful way 
of life. You can’t beat it,” 
Findley said. “You can’t make 
a lot of money farming, but it’s 
the best kind of life.” 


United Press International 
Government officials were 
surprised at the sharp rise of in­ 
flation last month, but they con­ 
tend the July Consumer Price 
Index figures do not represent a 
long term trend 
However, the figures do bring 
into question the extent of 
recovery from the country’s 
worst post-World War II reces­ 
sion. specifically whether fur­ 
ther increases in the price of 
bread and gasoline will blunt 
the fledgling economic upturn. 
Consumer prices in July rose 
a whopping 1.2 per cent — equal 
to an annual rate of 14.4 per 
cent — after a 0.8 increase in 
June The CPI in the first five 
months of this year increased 
only 0.5 per cent. 
In July, it cost $16 23 to buy 
what cost $10 eight years ago, 
according to the figures 
released Thursday. 
But government economists 
point to special factors causing 
July’s price increase: the 
Independence Day gasoline 
price increase, the anticipated 
sale of grain to Russia and 
wholesale price rises for 
aluminum and steel 
And one reason for optimism, 
they say. is that the end of 
recession means there is some 
slack in the economy — factory 
idleness, a large pool of un­ 
employed and relatively low de­ 
mand — which tends to work 
against rising prices. 
The signs of recovery, as ex­ 
pressed in the 1.6 per cent rise 
in the Gross National Product 
for the second quarter, point to 
an increase in employment. 
Economists generally believe 
the CPI will stabilize in coming 
months, though a wheat price 
increase, for instance, could af­ 
fect a wide range of products 
from birthday cakes to meat 
loaves and the end of domestic 
oil controls could raise gasoline 
from three to seven cents a 
gallon.

workers exempt from cut 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Management and upper-level 
professional employes will be 
exempted from the first stage 
of employe cutbacks in the 
state Department of Transpor­ 
tation. it was reported today. 
Only those employes of the 
“associate” level or lower will 
be affected, according to the 
Sacramento Union. The plan is 
opposed strongly by the Cali­ 
fornia State Employes Associa­ 
tion. 
“If they wanted an across- 
the-board reduction they could 
have sliced the pyramid,” a 
CSEA spokesman said. “In­ 
stead, they cut only the bottom 
part of the pyramid.” 
The department earlier an- 


nounced it would cut back 3,300 
persons through attrition and 
layoffs by the end of the fiscal 
year. June 30, 1976 because 
highway construction money 
was drying up. 


Now the department says 
1.614 workers will be removed 
from the payroll by Jan. 1,1976 
in the first phase of the reduc­ 
tion. 


The department has also an­ 
nounced it will not put up for 
bid contracts for new road con­ 
struction this fiscal year. 


Employe cutbacks will be 
done through the seniority 
system, with those low on the 
lists the first to go. 


YELLOWSTONE NATIONAL 
PARK. Wyo. (UPI) - A

The bear sniffed around for 
awhile, decided Christian 
wasn’t worth any more time 
and lumbered off. 
The Frenchman, speaking 
through a translator from his 
hospital bed, said he was in 
pretty good shape for someone 
who had been mauled by a griz­ 
zly and hiked seven miles to 
medical care.

Senate has sent Gov. Edmund 
G. Brown Jr. a bill repealing 
the so-called Simpson law 
which outlaws picketing in the 
Capitol. 
The measure (AB1967) by A** 
semblyman Alan Sieroty, D-Loa 
Angeles, was given final 
legislative approval Thursday 
on a bare majority 21-15 vo4a. 
The bill repeals a law 
designed to prevent Robert H. 
Simspon, a 95-year-old political 
protester who makes daily 
rounds through legislative 
halls, from picketing in the 
Capitol. 
Simspon, who displays signs 
with salty expletives rapping 
state officials, including 
Brown, has been arrested more 
than 300 times, by his own 
count, since the law was 
enacted in 1969. 
Opponents of the Sieroty bttl 
said the picketing ban was 
needed to keep order in the 
Capitol and prevent unruly 
demonstrations 


Sen. H. L. Richardson, R- 
Arcadia, told the Senate that 
allowing large numbers of 
protesters to carry picket signs 
in the Capitol would be “putting 
powder and fire together. Am 
don’t he surprised if it blows up 
in our faces.”

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Legislation providing staje un­ 
employment insurance cover­ 
age for an estimated 250.060 
California farm workers has 
won passage from theSenata. 
The bill (AB118) by Assem­ 
blyman Jack Fenton. D-Mon- 
tebello. was approved Thursday 
on a 23-7 vote with little discus­ 
sion and was returned to the A s­ 
sembly for concurrence in 
amendments. 
The measure is supported by 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr.. 
.who. in his inaugural address: 
made such coverage a high 
priority for enactment thia* 
year. Similar measures were 
vetoed three times by former 
Republican Gov. Ronald Rea­ 
gan. 
Currently, farm workers are 
covered by a special federal un­ 
employment assistance pro­ 
gram which will expire next Ju­ 
ly. The Fenton measure would 
continue the benefits from then 
on. 
The hill would cost California 
farmers an extra $41 million a 
year. In addition, the program 
would cost the bankruptcy- 
threatened state unemployment 
insurance fund another $4i 
million. 


Auto layoffs 


set to drop 


DETROIT (UPI) - Louf- 
term layoffs will drop below 
90.000 by the end of next week 
as U.S. automakers step up 
production of the 1976 models 
they are counting on to pull the 
industry out of a 23-month sl­ 
ump. 
With only 89,560 workers off 
the job at the end of August, the 
unemployment rolls will be the 
shortest 
since 
before 
Christmas, when massive lay­ 
offs began in reaction to nearly 
empty auto showrooms. By late 
March, more than 40 per cent of 
the industry’s 700,000 blue- 
collar workers were off the job. 
All but 16 of the 57 U.S. car 
and truck assembly plants will 
be turning out the new models 
as 
September 
begins. 
Observers predict indefinite 
layoffs, which peaked at 212.000 
in March, will be below 80.000 
by mid September. 
The trade publication Au­ 
tomotive News estimated car 
production this week climbed 90 
per cent from last week with 
the startup of new models at 12 
General Motors plants, though 
the year's output — iust shy of 4 
million cars - still trails last 
year's sluggish pace by 15 par 
cent.

Investigations 


Political killings in the 
United States during the last 
decade or so have all been 
“solved” to the satisfaction of 
those law enforcement agen­ 
cies to whom that task fell. 
Unfortunately, none of those 
killings have been solved to 
the satisfaction of a growing 
number of American people 
who feel there is more to the 
story than has been publicized. 
Since the 1963 assassination 
of President Kennedy, several 
authors have written books 
analyzing the Warren Com­ 
mission’s findings and the ap­ 
parent inconsistencies therein, 
at the same time posing some 
unanswered questions about 
that event. 
Robert Kennedy’s murder in 
Los Angeles is now scheduled 
to be re-examined in the not- 
too-distant future due to an ef­ 
fort on the part of persons who 
feel Sirhan and his pistol were 
not alone. 
Nothing much as been hap­ 
pening relative to Martin 
Luther King’s killing lately, 


although James Earl Ray has 
consistently maintained his in­ 
nocence, and some of the facts 
in the case would tend to sup­ 
port at least his not operating 
alone, if not his innocence. 
Finally, the lone survivor of 
an attempted political assas­ 
sination, Alabama Governor 
George Wallace, isn’t satisfied 
with the findings and outcome 
of his case either. 
While all the other victims 
are dead, Wallace is very 
much alive and is convinced 
Arthur Bremmer did not have 
the financial wherewithall to 
track him down on the 
presidential 
campaign trail 
and to fire the near-fatal shot 
that put the governor in a 
wheel chair. 
“I believe that a man who 
had never made any money in 
his life could not follow me all 
over the country and buy guns 
and automobiles, and stay in 
the Waldorf Astoria,” the 
governor is quoted as saying. 
To further confuse the issue, 
E. Howard Hunt of Watergate 


fame, has been tied to Brem- 
mer’s apartment shortly after 
the abortive assassination at­ 
tempt. 
We have no idea why in­ 
vestigative agencies of the 
government and various cities 
across the United States might 
do less than a satisfactory job 
in putting together assassina­ 
tion cases. Perhaps, as many 
directly concerned parties 
have maintained, the evidence 
pointing to a grand conspiracy 
in these cases in purely cir­ 
cumstantial. On the other 
hand, 
as 
o t h e r s 
h a v e 
suggested, those same in­ 
vestigators may well be part 
of the conspiracy as well. 
In any event, and paranoia 
aside, if Governor Wallace is 
successful in having his case 
re-opened and enough new 
evidence is brought to light as 
a result, perhaps the way will 
then be open for other re­ 
investigations of other assas­ 
sinations and America’s assas­ 
sinated leaders can finally be 
laid to rest.

Pity Mrs. Ford 


One hates to respond, or even to com­ 
ment. on casual effluvia of spouses of 
important people, but what, really, is the 
alternative other than to take it lying 
down, a posture recommended by Mrs. 
Ford for young unmarried American 
women? Mrs. Ford’s interview (on CBS 
60 minutes) was in fact an act of aggres­ 
sion. 
What she did was to 
use her high office as 
First Lady, achieved 
by a concatenation of 
r o m a n t i c 
and 
f e lo ni ou s 
c o i n ­ 
cidences, to rewrite 
the operative sexual 
code of w e s t e r n 
civilization It is bad 
enough to hear the 
same kind of thing 
from Margaret Mead, 
r e t u r n e d f r o m a 
winter in Samoa and overwhelmed by 
the spontaneity of it all. 
But the role of the civic leader is to de­ 
fend standards, even if the barbarians 
are at the gate; which they most 
definitely are. Her husband’s policies of 
detente with the Soviet Union may, by 
some, be excused as a necessary 
capitulation to overwhelming force. But 
Hugh Hefner of Playboy Magazine does 
not dispose of hydrogen bombs, leaving 
Mrs. Ford without a practical reason for 
insouciantly undermining the traditional 
presumption in favor of chastity, and 
fidelity. 
What she did not say was that if her 
daughter Susan had an affair, she would 
understand and forgive her. What she 


said was that she would not be 
“surprised;” that, in effect, she would 
approve, subject — here was a strange 
qualification — to an investigation of the 
boy-lover who took Susan to his bed. “ I’d 
want to know pretty much about the 
young man that she was planning to have 
the affair with — whether it was a 
worthwhile encounter or whether it was 
going to be one of those...” 
One of those what? What qualifications 
would Mrs. Ford look for, in a suitor who 
aspired to be the lover of her 18-year-old 
daughter? That he be a moderate 
Republican? Surely not — that would be 
politically straight-laced. That he be a 
WASP? That too would be atavistic — 
HEW would not approve of any such dis­ 
crimination, nor would the 14th Amend­ 
ment, or the Supreme Court. That the 
young man should be genuinely attached 
to 18-year-old Susan? I cannot imagine 
whom that would exclude, Susan being 
attractive and nubile, and all young men 
of her age who are not members of the 
Gay Liberation Front being normally at­ 
tracted to that which a pretty 18-year-old 
has to give. That he be rich? Or — at the 
opposite extreme — poor? But surely 
Susan is the exclusive arbiter of those 
qualities in any courtship? One con­ 
cludes — happily, in this case — that 
Mrs. Ford really hasn’t thought the mat­ 
ter through, and one is left ignorant of 
whether she is capable of thinking the 
matter through. 
President Ford, who was suddenly cast 
into the role of poor John Mitchell a few 
years ago, authorized a spokesman to 
say limply that he had always en­ 
couraged his wife to “speak her mind.”

Well, clearly the Republican platform of 
1976 should commit the president to dis­ 
couraging his wife from speaking her 
mind. It is a rationalist and psy­ 
chological superstition that it is always a 
good thing to speak your mind. It is 
nothing of the sort. 
It makes no difference that some peo­ 
ple harbor prejudice against blacks — 
they should suppress this bias — any 
more than it makes any difference at all 
that it is an acknowledged fact that all of 
us are sinners and that sexual permis­ 
siveness is in vogue. Hypocrisy, La 
Rochefoucauld said, is the tribute that 
vice pays to virtue. 
Mrs. Ford reminds one, sadly, of the 
long reach of the behaviorists and 
situational ethics people. The com­ 
monplace that they infect primarily only 
themselves and immature students is 
long since exploded. 
It is not even surprising that Mrs. Ford 
should think as she does. It is very sur­ 
prising, and very bad news, that she 
abused her husband’s position by speak­ 
ing out on the subject in contravention of 
ethical values established, according to 
her husband who not infrequently in­ 
vokes His assistance, by an authority 
higher even than the Supreme Court. 


My columnist friend over in Santa 
Paula, Bob Vincent, takes note of the 
fact that school is opening soon for 
another year. As a public service, Vin­ 
cent offers some very vital information 
to parents who will want to know how 
their pride and joy is progressing in the 
classroom. 
There are two ways 
of determining this: 
the report card and 
the p aren t-teach er 
conference. Since few 
ca n 
u n d e r s t a n d 
current report cards, 
the burden falls on the 
conference. 
Vincent states that 
such conferences are 
invariably initiated by 
the teacher who tries 
to bare the truth about 
Johnnie or Jane as 
painlessly as possible. Unfortunately, 
such pain-killing methods frequently 
result in a failure in communications. 
Vincent, then, offers the following in­ 
terpretive glossary designed to remove 
the communication barrier that might 
otherwise render the parent-teacher con­ 
ference inoperable.

The first statements that follow are 
likely to be what the teacher will report. 
The statements in parenthesis is the in­ 
terpretation:

(You can expect Sharon to have extra 
homework, and she may even wind up 
tagged a gifted child). 
“Phyllis exhibits a resentment of 
obligations which would appear to stem 
from environmental influences.” 
(Phyllis won’t put her books away at 
school any better than she picks up her

of State Henry Kissinger’s troubles in 
the Mideast and Moscow may pale into 
insignificance in comparison with the 
confrontations he may face at home in 
the State Department this coming year. 
The reason: John Hemenway has just 
been elected president of the American 
Foreign Service As­ 
sociation, State’s 7,400 
member trade union 
whose rolls include 
most senior and junior 
foreign service of­ 
f i c e r s . 
To 
my 
knowledge, this is the 
first time this staid 
body has elected a 
gadfly. Most AFSA 
presidents have been 
“ proper” men who 
conform to the State 
Department’s 
hierarchy. 
Because charges of fraud had been 
made after the 1973 AFSA elections, the 
Department of Labor supervised the 
voting. 
Hemenway was fired by the State 
D epartm ent in 1969 after making 
charges of malfeasance in the agency. 
Powerful senators, including William 
Proxmire (D-Wisc.) and Henry M. 
Jackson (D-Wash.), intervened in his 
behalf. 
Follow ing storm y sessions, the 
Grievance Hearing Committee sitting in 
his case recommended that he be rein­ 
stated, promoted, his legal fees paid, 
that he receive an apology, that letters of 
retraction be sent those who had been of­ 
ficially misinformed about him and that 
his record be expunged of untruthful and 
derogatory material. Except for the let- 


ter of apology and the payment of 
Hemenway's legal fees, the Department 
ignored all recommendations of its own 
grievance board. 
Hemenway then moved to the Pen­ 
tagon. Again he was fired, this time after 
insisting on his right to testify against 
Kissinger, Elliot Richardson and other 
high-level officials. 
Hemenway over the years has 
repeatedly testified before the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. 
He has called Kissinger unfit to hold 
office, challenging his professional judg­ 
ment, his administrative ability, his 
selection of officials and his foreign 
policy. 
In other testimony before the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee he has 
charged that high level foreign service 
assignments have been used as pay-offs, 
that there is an almost incredible state of 
corruption, m aladm inistration and 
wheeling and dealing in State personnel 
operations. He has charged that foreign 
service officers have been promoted or 
entered laterally in direct violation of 
regulations. He has claimed that at least 
one officer was promoted without felony 
charges against him being investigated. 
Hemenway did all this as a private 
citizen, not as a union official. As head of 
the AFSA union, you can expect 
Hemenway to regularly challenge new 
ambassadorial and other Presidential 
level appointments in the foreign ser­ 
vice, as well as lower level promotions, 
and refusals to promote. You can expect 
him to urge Congress to create a tough 
new grievance system for the Depart­ 
ment of State, the Agency for Inter­ 
national Development and the U.S. Infor­ 
mation Agency. The present system 
recently went down the drain when all

clothes at home).

Legislators tax woes 


It is not likely that many citizens will 
weep for legislators now facing the peril 
of having to pony up some back taxes in 
connection with the $30 a day living ex­ 
penses which they have been blithely 
collecting seven days a week in recent 
years. 
The possibility came with notification 
of recent decisions in other states which 
made such allowances taxable. The allot­ 
ments were originally made to help 
defray living costs of the solons while 
away from their homes attending the 
sessions. It was started in the days when 
legislators were paid only $100 a month. 
Sessions then were held only about six 
months every two years. 
With the advent of the year around ses­ 
sions many of the lawmakers have 
moved their families into residence in 
the capital city and given up outside 
business activities. According to IRS this 
puts them into the position of residing 
where they earn most of their income 
and makes the expense allowances tax­ 
able income. 
Highly incensed at this turn of events, 
the solons are banding together to hire 
lawyers to do battle with IRS. 
While this column has in the past been 
severely critical of these payments, es­ 
pecially for days when the legislature is 
not in session, one expects fairness in 
taxation by IRS. 
If, as reports for demands of accoun­ 
tability for expenses for the past two 
years indicate, the IRS is seeking to 


retroactively collect back taxes on these 
payments it would seem it is unfairly 
putting the legislators’ backs to the wall. 
For the lawmakers have been 
previously given rulings by IRS that the 
allowances were not subject to taxation 
and therefore they have not kept the 
records now being demanded. It falls 
into the realm of ex post facto applica­ 
tion of the law. 


Not that the continued collection of un­ 
warranted expenses is to be condoned. | 
No one else in public or private employ- 
» 
ment is permitted non-taxable living ex­ 
penses excepting when away from their 
principle place of work and residence. 


But the fair way for IRS to act is to 
serve notice that henceforth those 
allowances are to be deemed taxable, 
subject to permitted deductions. 
The solons should not expect to be in a 
special privilege class, treated different­ 
ly from o th er state officials or 
employers. All of them, with the present 
exception of the legislators, receive liv­ 
ing expenses only when they are away 
from their headquarters and then only 
for actual expenses incurred. 


Not only have the legislators favored 
themselves with the substantial added 
cash benefits, they have indulged 
themselves with personal automobiles 
and all expenses connected with it in­ 
cluding unlimited gasoline, at public ex­ 
pense.

seven of the highly-qualified public 
members of the foreign service 
grievance board resigned in protest. 
Hemenway will be hitting Kissinger in 
his soft underbelly, for the secretary has 
never taken to administration or person­ 
nel problems. He has, in the last number 
of years, been extremely suspicious of 
any person who disagreed with him or 
opposed his policies. He is noted as a 
loner, who relies on his own analyses. As 
a rule, he pays little attention to the ad­ 
vice of subordinates. He is, as a matter 
of fact, extremely poor at picking assis­ 
tants and worse at handling them. 
It may be that Kissinger, sensitive to 
the point of agony, may not be able to 
stand up to Hemenway’s attacks for 
more than a year or so. 


Perhaps the IRS actions will jolt them 
into serious consideration of the various 
proposals which seek to determine the 
proper level of legislative salaries. The 
clean way to resolve the problem is to fix 
an adequate salary and eliminate the ex­ 
cessive fringe benefits. If they furnish 
their own cars and claim reimburse­ 
ments only for its use and their expenses 
while traveling on official state business 
there would be little to criticise. 


A blue ribbon panel composed ol 
persons not subject to legislative pres­ 
sure could quickly resolve the matter of 
reasonable pay for legislators. But it 
would be a grave mistake to establish a 
permanent commission for this function 
as some have proposed.
